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PREFACE 

* 

IT  should  be  the  aim  of  every  true  Knight  of  Pythias, 
embued  with  the  holy  and  sublime  principles  which 
our  fraternity  teaches,  to  carry  these  tenets  into  the 
households  of  his  friends.  To  make  this  feature  prac- 
tical, the  best  way  to  reach  these  friends  is  to  induce 
them  to  become  members  of  the  Order,  and  make  yours 
and  their  obligations  and  desires  practically  mutual. 

To  enable  brothers  to  reach  those  who  would  adorn 
our  ranks,  and  who,  in  the  proper  transaction  of  their 
business,  have  not  had  time  to  gather  a satisfactory 
amount  of  technical  knowledge  which  would  permit 
them  to  display  or  to  accept  its  magnanimity,  we  have 
issued  this  pamphlet  of  Pythian  information,  hoping 
that  a better  knowledge  and  a more  ennobling  influence 
concerning  the  Order  might  be  disseminated. 

In  compiling  this  little  work,  we  have  taken  some 
liberties  with  a like  pamphlet  published  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio  in  1889,  and  revised  and  published  by 
Erie  Lodge,  No.  124.  We  recognize  the  value  of  what 
matter  we  have  culled  from  its  pages  with  a hope  that 
the  reproduction  of  it  may  be  as  fruitful  to  Hesperian 
Lodge  in  the  future  as  it  has  been  to  the  fraternity  at 
large  in  the  past. 

In  this  spirit  we  offer  this  pamphlet  with  compliments 
of 
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BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  i.  This  Lodge  shall  be  known  as  Hes- 
perian Lodge,  No.  281,  Knights  of  Pythias. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  Hie  stated  convention  of  this  Lodge 
shall  be  held  on  Thursday  evening  of  each  week. 
The  hour  of  opening  shall  be  7:30  o'clock  (standard 
time)  from  the  first  stated  convention  in  April  to 
the  first  stated  convention  in  October,  and  7 :oo 
(standard  time)  from  the  first  stated  convention  in 
October  to  the  first  stated  convention  in  April,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  a quorum  shall  be  present ; pro- 
vided, however,  that  C.  C.  may.  should  occasion  re- 
quire, call  the  convention  at  an  earlier  hour. 

Sec.  2.  Special  conventions  may  be  held  at  such 
times  as  the  business  of  the  Lodge  may  require.  Idle 
C.  C.  may  call  such  conventions  at  his  discretion,  and 
shall  do  so  on  written  request  of  five  members,  or 
when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a special  convention  is  called, 
the  C.  C.  shall  cause  all  members  to  be  notified  by 
mail,  either  by  written  or  printed  notice,  which  no- 
tice shall  state  fully  the  object  of  said  convention. 
No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  a special  conven- 
tion other  than  that  stated  in  the  call  for  such  con- 
vention. 

Sec.  4.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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BY- LAWS — Continued  ^ 

ARTICLE  III.  ' 

Section  i.  The  following  shall  be  the  Order  of 
Business,  and  may  be  transposed  by  the  Chancellor 
Commander  or  by  vote  of  the  Lodge  after  passing 
Order  No.  6: 

1.  Opening  Ceremonies. 

2.  Calling  the  Roll  of  Officers. 

3.  Reading  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Regular  or  Spe- 

cial Convention. 

4.  Reading  Official  Communications.

6.  Does  any  Brother  know  of  a member  or  the 

family  of  a member  in  distress? 

7.  Presentation  and  Reference  of  Bills.

tigating Committee  thereon,  and  Balloting, 
ic.  Application  for  Ranks. 

11.  Does  any  Member  desire  Insurance  in  the  En- 

dowment Rank  or  membership  in  the  Uni- 
form Rank? 

12.  Payment  of  Dues  to  the  Master  of  Finance.

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ARTICLE  IV. 

FEES. 

Section  i.  Applicants  for  membership  in  this 
Lodge  shall  be  white  male  persons  of  good  standing 
and  good  moral  character,  having  some  reputable 
means  of  support,  of  sound  bodily  health,  and  be- 
lievers in  the  existence  of  a Supreme  Being;  shall 
be  between  21  and  50  years  of  age,  and  recommended 
by  two  Knights  of  this  Lodge  in  good  standing. 

ARTICLE  V. 

FEES. 

Section  1.  The  fees  for  the  Ranks  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : When  the  applicant  is  over  twenty-one  and 

under  forty-five  years  of  age,  for  the  Page  Rank, 
$5.00;  for  the  Esquire  Rank,  $5.00;  for  the  Knight 
Rank,  $5.00.  When  the  applicant  is  over  forty-five 
and  under  fifty  years  of  age,  $1.00  additional  shall 
be  charged  for  each  Rank.  When  the  applicant  is 
over  fifty  years  of  age,  $3.00  additional  shall  be 
charged  for  each  Rank,  which  amount  shall  accom- 
pany the  petition  for  the  Ranks  of  Knighthood. 

Sec.  2.  A former  member  of  the  Order,  who  has 
been  suspended  from  membership  in  this  Lodge  and 
in  the  Order,  for  the  non-payment  of  arrearages, 
who  desires  to  be  restored  to  such  membership,  may 
make  application  therefor  to  the  Lodge.  Such  ap- 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

ANNUAL  DUES. 

Section  I.  The  members  of  this  Lodge  shall  pay 
into  the  funds  thereof  the  sum  of  $6.40  per  year, 
payable  quarterly  in  advance,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  the  first  day  of  April,  the  first  day 
of  July,  and  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year. 
Dues  shall  begin  from  the  date  of  receiving  the  Page 
Rank. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  M.  of  F.  at  least 
one  month  prior  to  the  close  of  each  year,  to  notify 
all  members  who  are  in  arrears  for  more  than  one 
year’s  dues  (such  notice  to  be  sent  to  the  last  known 
address),  and  any  member  who  shall  allow  himself 
to  become  one  year  in  arrears  for  dues,  and  shall  fail 
to  pay  the  amount  of  his  arrears  on  or  before  the 
expiration  of  said  year  shall  be  suspended  from  mem- 
bership. 

Sec.  3.  A member  shall  be  in  arrears  when  his 
dues  accrued  at  the  end  of  a period  for  which  the 
same  are  payable  remain  unpaid  at  midnight  of  the 
last  day  of  such  period. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

SICK  BENEFITS. 

Section  1.  A sick  or  disabled  member  in  good 
standing  and  entitled  to  benefits  shall  cause  to  be 
presented,  a written  application  to  the  Lodge,  at  a 
stated  convention,  stating  the  time  of  his  sickness 
and  the  nature  of  his  disease  or  disability,  accom- 
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panied  by  such  further  proof  as  may  he  required  by 
the  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  A member  residing  out  of  or  absent  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Lodge,  who  may  be  sick  or 
disabled  and  entitled  to  benefits,  shall  receive  the 
same  upon  presenting  or  causing  to  be  presented  to 
the  Lodge  a certificate  of  a physician  as  to  the  dura- 
tion. cause  and  extent  of  such  sickness  or  disability; 
which  certificate  shall  be  attested  by  the  Chancellor 
Commander  and  Keeper  of  Records  and  seal  of  the 
Lodge  (if  there  is  one)  at  the  place  or  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  where  such  sickness  or  disability  oc- 
curred, or  verified  before  some  competent  judicial 
officer. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a member  living  within  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Lodge  become  disabled,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  cause  the  same  to  be  reported  to  the  Lodge 
within  ten  days  from  the  beginning  of  such  disability, 
failing  in  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  only 
from  the  time  he  is  so  reported. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Knight  entitled  to  benefits  shall  re- 
ceive one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  the  first  week’s  disa- 
bility, five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  13  weeks  subsequently, 
and  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  week  thereafter  during 
disability.  No  benefits  shall  be  paid  for  fractional 
parts  of  ci  week. 

Sec.  5.  A member  of  the  Page  or  Esquire  Rank, 
providing  Section  1,  Article  VI,  to  be  complied  with, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00) 
per  week  as  a sick  benefit 

Sec.  6.  A member,  if  taken  sick  or  disabled  when 
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in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  three  months,  cannot, 
by  the  payment  of  such  arrears,  entitle  himself  to 
benefits  during  that  sickness  or  disability;  nor  can  lie, 
while  receiving  benefits  from  the  Lotlgc,  become  in 
arrears  so  as  to  debar  him  therefrom;  the  Chancellor 
Commander  is  authorized  to  pay  to  the  Master  of 
Finance,  from  the  amount  drawn  for  his  benefits,  a 
sum  sufficient  to  keep  him  beneficial. 

Sec.  7.  A member  cannot  rightfully  claim  benefits 
when  disabled  so  as  to  prevent  him  from  following 
his  usual  occupation,  but  able  to  pursue  some  other 
lawful  business;  nor  when  disabled  by  any  disease 
or  infirmity  with  which  he  was  afflicted  previous  to 
his  initiation  or  admission  to  the  Lodge;  nor  from 
any  sickness  or  disability  originating  from  intem- 
perance, vicious  or  immoral  conduct,  nor  while 
charges  are  pending  against  him.  Arrearages  for 
dues  shall  not  exclude  a member  from  visitation, 
care  and  attention  during  sickness  or  disability;  pro- 
vided, the  Lodge  shall  not  be  liable  financially  in 
any  event. 

Sec.  8.  When  after  due  trial,  a member  has  been 
acquitted,  all  rights  to  benefits  possessed  by  him  are 
revived  as  of  the  time  charges  were  preferred,  if 
otherwise  entitled. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  the  Chancellor  Commander  is 
not  satisfied  of  a member’s  benefits,  he  shall  order 
any  Examining  Physician  to  visit  such  brother  and 
certify  as  to  his  health. 

FUNERAL  BENEFITS. 

Sec.  10.  The  amount  of  financial  benefits  to  be 
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paid  at  the  death  of  a member  whose  dues  are  paid, 
Page,  Esquire  or  Knight,  who  has  not  been  sus- 
pended or  renounced  the  Order,  shall  be  twenty  dol- 
lars. On  the  death  of  a Knight  whose  dues  are  paid 
to  the  end  of  the  quarter  in  which  such  death  oc- 
curred, the  additional  sum  of  thirty  dollars  shall  be 
paid.  Said  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  C.  C.  to  the 
nearest  competent  relative  of  the  deceased,  a receipt 
being  taken  therefor.  If  there  be  no  competent  rela- 
tive the  money  shall  be  expended,  if  necessary,  by 
the  Relief  Committee,  in  defraying  the  funeral  ex- 
penses, returning  any  excess  remaining  to  the  Mas- 
ter of  Finance,  and  reporting  in  detail  the  expendi- 
ture to  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  C.  C.  V.  C.  and  Prelate  shall  con- 
stitute a Relief  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
visit  each  sick  member  of  this  Lodge,  at  least  one 
in  48  hours,  alternating,  same  to  be  reported  to  the 
Lodge  at  the  next  stated  convention,  providing  said 
member  is  living  within  three  miles  of  Castle  Hall, 
and  is  not  afflicted  with  any  contagious  disease. 

Sec.  2.  Every  elective  or  appointive  officer  shall 
memorize  his  portion  of  the  Ritual  within  four  weeks 
after  his  election.  If  this  requirement  be  not  ful- 
filled, the  District  Deputy  shall  declare  such  office 
vacant,  and  the  Lodge  shall  at  once  proceed  to  elect 
a successor  to  fill  such  vacancy. 
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ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  elective  officers  of  a Lodge  shall 
consist  of  a Chancellor  Commander,  Vice-Chancellor, 
Prelate,  Master  of  the  Work,  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal,  Master  of  Finance,  Master  of  Exchequer,  Mas- 
ter at  Arms,  Inner  and  Outer  Guards,  who  shall  be 
elected  semi-annually  by  separate  ballots,  at  the  first 
regular  convention  in  the  months  of  June  and  De- 
cember, except  the  Keeper  of  Record  and  Seal,  Mas- 
ter of  Finance,  and  Master  of  Exchequer,  who  shall 
be  elected  annually  at  the  first  stated  convention  in 
December. 

ARTICLE  X. 

SALARY  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  K.  of  R.  and  S.,  M.  of  F.,  M.  of 
Ex.,  M.  of  Work  and  organist  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  the  constitution,  laws  and 
usages  of  the  Order.  The  K.  of  R.  and  S.  shall  re- 
ceive one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  night  for  his  services, 
the  same  to  be  deducted  if  he  is  absent.  The  M.  of 
E.  to  receive  five  cents  per  member  every  quarter 
from  all  members  in  good  standing,  the  sum  to  be  de- 
ducted if  absent.  The  M.  of  Ex.  shall  receive  ten 
dollars  ($10.00)  per  year  for  his  services.  The  M. 
of  W.  shall  receive  six  dollars  and  forty  cents 
($6.40)  per  year  for  his  services.  The  organist  shall 
receive  thirty-five  dollars  ($35.00)  per  year  for  his 
services.  No  excuse  to  be  accepted  from  a salaried 
officer  unless  sickness  or  absent  from  the  city.  Sala- 
ries of  same  to  be  drawn  from  the  general  fund  and 
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to  l>e  p lid  quarterly.  The  M.  of  F.  shall  give  bonds 
in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  £$100.00),  and 
the  M.  of  Ex.  in  the  sum  of  double  the  amount 
placed  in  his  hands,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  respective  duties. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

TRUSTEES. 

Section  i.  At  the  annual  election  in  December 
of  each  year,  the  Lodge  shall  elect  one  member  to 
serve  as  Trustee  for  three  years,  whose  salary  shall 
be  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the  general  con- 
trol and  investment  of  such  portion  of  the  funds  of 
the  Lodge  as  may  be  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  manage  the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  Any  resolution  to  draw  upon,  appropriate 
or  change  the  investment  of  any  monies  invested  by 
order  of  the  Lodge,  shall,  before  being  acted  upon, 
be  one  week  on  the  table,  unless  by  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Lodge,  and  the  Trustees  shall  keep  a 
record,  or  an  account  of  their  transactions,  in  a book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  have  the  care  and 
safe  keeping  of  all  notes,  stocks,  etc.,  belonging  to 
the  Lodge,  and  shall  deliver  them  over  to  their  suc- 
cessors in  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Trustees  shall  make  a report  to  the 
Lodge  whenever  they  deposit,  invest  or  withdraw 
the  funds  of  the  Lodge,  or  any  portion  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trustees  shall  also  have  control  of 
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the  Widow  and  Orphans’  Fund,  and  shall  be  re- 
quired to  give  acceptable  bonds  in  twice  the  amount 
of  all  funds  in  their  possession,  or  under  their  con- 
trol. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Trustee  being  absent  four  nights  in 
succession,  the  K.  of  R.  and  S.  shall  so  notify  the 
C.  C.,  who  will,  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  declare  the  office  vacant  and  will  immedi- 
ately proceed  to  elect  a successor. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

WIDOW  ANI)  ORPHAN'S  FUND. 

Section  1.  This  fund  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustees,  who  shall  keep  a correct  account 
of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  shall  make  a 
separate,  correct  and  full  report  of  the  same  annu- 
ally at  the  last  regular  convention  in  December. 

Sec.  2.  This  fund  shall  be  created  by  special  ap- 
propriation from  the  General  Fund,  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  occasion  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  No  monies  shall  be  expended  from  this 
fund  except  by  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members 
present,  at  any  regular  convention;  nor  shall  this 
fund  or  any  part  of  the  same,  be  borrowed,  loaned 
or  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

TRIALS  AND  OFFENSES  AGAINST  THE  ORDER. 

Section  1.  In  matters  relating  to  violations  of  the 
rules,  laws  or  usages  of  the  Order,  also  trials  and 
punishments  for  all  offenses,  this  Lodge  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  Title  VII,  Chapter  I,  and  Title  VIII,  Chap- 
ters I and  II,  Grand  Statutes. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  i.  Members  changing  their  places  of  resi- 
dence shall  notify  the  K.  of  R.  and  S. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  failure  of  a member  to  comply 
with  the  above  rules,  the  Relief  Committee  shall  be 
exonerated  from  all  blame  for  non-aftendance  in  case 
of  sickness. 

Sec.  3.  Investigating  Committees  shall  in  all  cases 
make  a majority  report,  written  or  verbal,  to  the 
Lodge. 

Sec.  4.  No  officer  or  mc.mbtr  shall  remove  any 
Lodge  property  from  Castle  Hall  unless  by  consent 
of  the  Lodge,  and  any  officer  or  member  having  any 
book  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  Lodge  in  his 
possession,  and  refusing  to  deliver  up  the  same  on 
demand  by  proper  officer,  within  a reasonable  time, 
charges  shall  be  preferred  against  him. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever,  in  these  laws  bonds  are  re- 
quired, the  same  must  in  all  cases  be  given  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Lodge  before  the  Brother  can  be  in- 
stalled. 

Sec.  6.  Alterations,  amendments,  or  additions  to 
these  By-Laws,  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  at  a 
regular  convention  and  shall  lay  on  the  table  until 
the  next  regular  convention  before  being  acted  upon, 
and  shall  require  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  to  adopt  such  alterations, 
amendments  or  additions. 

Sec.  7.  All  other  Rules  or  By-Laws  heretofore 
adopted  by  this  Lodge  are  hereby  repealed,  and  these 
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laws  must  always  conform  to  Grand  Statuses.  Rob- 
erts’ Rules  of  Order  shall  be  guide  in  Rules  of  Order. 

Sec.  8.  These  By-Laws  shall  be  enforced  on  and 
after  their  adoption  and  approval  by  the  Grand 
Chancellor.
